Last June Ottawa^ had two rmlls, both of them burying many 
of our cannas out of sight for 48 hours. ^ ' soon as the ground 
dried we worked them carefully and not one out ox fifty died. After 
the floods we had a very severe drought, lasting aJbout se\ nty days. 
Notwithstanding the floods, drought and intense heat these can- 
nas grew right along and bloomed freely until killed by freezing 
weather. Of course we took good care of them. Worked them 
often, v/atered and fertilized the soil. If you have but one bed of 
flowers it should be cannas. 

For ten years we have been growing cannas and gladiolas ex- 
tensively and we are now the largest growers in the Central West. 
During this period we have carefully tested hundreds of varieties. 
When a new variety appears we buy plants and try them carefully 
by the side of our most valuable kinds and in this way determine 
whether it is better or inferior to what we already have. In this 
way we are able to offer our customers the very best cannas in ex- 
istence. 

Because a variety is extensively advertised and held at a high 
price is not proof that it is better than other well known kinds. 
Here is an example: “Firebird” is listed in many catalogs as being 

the best red canna and sold at a high price. Last year we ordered 
a liberal quantity of plants and tested it carefully. All things 
considered we find it not as good as Pennsylvania. The blooms 
are very large and fine, but the foliage is so imperfect it greatly 
injures the general appearance of the plant. We have found many 
other expensive varieties equally disappointing. 



Cheap Cannas. 


Don’t order cannas because they are cheap. If you do you will 
be disappointed. It takes no more space or labor to grow a good 
canna than a poor one and the difference in looks will be so mark- 
ed you will regret having bought the cheap kind. Buy the best, 
take good care of them and they will repay you for the cost and 


labor. 


Plants Better Than Bulbs. 


You will notice we furnish plants instead of bulbs. If you get 
a strong, healthy plant you are sure of fine flowers if you do your 
part. It is very different with bulbs. From half to two-thirds of 
the bulbs sent out never produce good plants. Another advantage, 
if you get good strong plants they will begin blooming a month 
earlier than bulbs. 

Have Y our Ground Ready. 

As soon as you order plants prepare your ground carefully so 
it will be in shape for the plants as soon as received. Don’t neg,- 
lect this. 

How to Plant and Care for Cannas. 

Cannas may be planted in round beds, square beds, rows or 
individual plants. In beds the plants should be from 18 to 24 
inches apart each way. In single rows the plants will do well it 
not more than 12 to 18 inches apart. For a screen, background or 
hedge 12 inches is far enough apart. _ 

Cannas are ravenous eaters and thrive best in very rich soil. 
Give the ground a heavy coat of barnyard fertilizer and spade it 
under deep. Thoroughly pulverize soil before planting. 

To obtain extra fine flowers and foliage, when the plants are 
about 2 feet high, cover the surface of the bed about six inches 
deep with fertilizer from the stable, but do not spade it . under. 
Leave it on the surface. Tramp the fertilizer down so it will look 
smooth. Water sprinkled over this will carry a liquid fertilizer 
down to the roots. The result will .be luxuriant foliage and the 
most brilliant flowers you ever saw. Fresh fertilizer right from 
the barn is as good, or even better, than if older. During dry, ho*- 
weather water your cannas liberally two or three times a week. JDo 
this from five to eight in the evening so the cannas will get the 
full benefit of the water.

Make 
an early planting of the smallest 
bulbs first as soon as the ground is 
sufficiently dry and warm. Continue 
to plant at intervals of two weeks 
during the spring and early summer; 
in this way a succession of bloom may 
be had from midsummer until frost. A free use of water during 
the season of active growth and particularly as the buds begin to 
show color will be beneficial in producing fine blossoms. In the 
autumn, before freezing, they should be dug up and the tops al- 
lowed to dry down, after which the dry tops, earth and old bulbs 
can be removed. Store in a cool, dry place, secure from frost un- 
til spring. 

For the parlor, church, sick room, funerals, or in fact any- 
where that a beautiful cut flower is needed none is more valuable 
and few equal to the gladiolus. They should be grown in every 
garden.
